Challenge Drag Featured іп 
Murhot National Car Show 


NRHA has just announced addition 
of a special presentation to be included 
in their annual Model Car Champion- 
ship which is to be held in conjunction 
with the National Champion Custom 
Car Show, Indianapolis, Ind., over La- 
bor Day weekend. 

To be presented in the Murhot Tem- 
ple, the feature presentation is a chal- 
lenge drag race between 1962 World 
Points Champion Jesse Van Deventer 
who has been challenged to the drag by 
nationally famous Model Car Champion, 
Gomer Glip. 

Although Van Deventer will be run- 
ning his competition roadster, a noted 
champion of the quarter-mile, powered 
by an injected Chevy, Glip’s entry is 
typical of model car slot racing entries, 
powered by a rewired mill and driven 
by remote control. 

Special arrangements for the feature 
are now being made by NRHA. They 
include construction of a special slot 
track to accommodate Jesse’s full-size 
roadster (stipulation set forth by Glip, 
since his car must run on the slot track), 
and a special shutoff area, also for the 
roadster. A hunk has been knocked out 
of the side of the building at the end 
of the racing area to allow plenty of 
shut-down space. The car should stop 
in the parking lot. 

One problem still remains for NRHA 
officials to solve — the actual drag strip 
is extremely narrow and officials fear 
that the aisle in the center of the giant 
National Champion Custom Car Show 
' may prove inadequate. However, the 
tight squeeze runoff is still being sched- 
uled and those who follow racing closely 
are putting their money on Glip, They 
feel the model will have a better chance 
against the larger roadster due to its 
outstanding traction abilities and 
Gomer's exceptional handling which gets 
his car out of the gate well ahead of 
opponents. On the other hand, Van De- 
venter has prepared his сат for the 
choose-off go with installation of a new 
engine, custom-built tires and revised 
gearing. Van Deventer is always well 
prepared for any race and is to date 
undefeated in major events competition. 

In all, the event is predicted to be a 
leading attraction during the National 
Championship Show and Go and en- 
thusiasts of the sport are anxiously 
awaiting the outcome of Gomer's rather 
unusual challenge.

Class for Draggin Woodies 


Since the popularity of Woodies has 
grown to its current height, the cars 
being used in coastal areas to transport 
surfboards, NRH A's efficient classifica- 
tion board has elected to add a new class 
for the drag stormers, known as SS/S 
or, Special Splinter Sprinters, | 

Splinter Sprinters class will be open 
to any model Woodie, provided it can 
comply with the following rules set forth 
for competition. 

Each vehicle must carry two surf- 
boards, two. surfers and each surfer 
must have a surfer haireut (including 
bleached hair) and must prove that he 
is able to do the surfers! stomp dance. 
Surfers must wear cut-down Levis; 
ordinary swim suits automatically dis- 
qualify the entrant from competition, 

The Woodie itself must displace at 
least 480 cubic inches, must have a 
wooden-paneled body without orange- 
erate ends for reinforcement and be 
finished in a natural-wood grain (те, 
varnishes and clear laquers only, no 
enamel), Use of outrigger surfboards 
to stabilize the car prohibited. Splinter 
Sprinters must be equipped with a legal 
surfboard carrier, including straps that 
measure l-inch in width, wrapped with 
braided steel tubing so they won't be 
eut in case the car throws a fan belt. 
NRHA officials wil not tolerate surf- 
boards dropping from the cars during 
Splinter Sprinter competition.
